IMPRESSIONS ON A STRATH 


MORE FARM 


There is no country under the) 
sun where farming is pursued in so/ 
many different ways as in the Prov-) 
ince ot Alberta. We have the} 
small farmer, with his 80 acres or) 
so, the medium farmer, with his) 
quarter or half-section, and we have 
the big farmers, the man who 
reckons his land, not by the acre, | 
but by the section. Alberta is a| 
big country, and there is room for) 
them all at the present time, but we 
believe the time will come when the 
small and the medium farmer will 
predominate. The big farmer, 
however, puts the land into cultiva- 
tion faster, than the small farmer 
could ever hope to do, and he is 
therefore necessary at the present 
stage of the country’s development. | 

A typical specimen of the big far- 
mer class is Capt. P. J. Daly, who 
is the owner of seven sections of 
land 12 miles north of Strathmore, 
and who has no less than 17 sec- 
tions in Calgary. This would be 
enough to fully occupy most. men, 
but Capt. Daly also does a big real 
estate business in the city of Cal- 
gary. It will therefore be readily 
seen that his scale of operations is 
ot the largest, and he is in no dan- 
ger of being troubled by ennui. 

It is of the Captain's Strathmore 
holdings that we wish to speak 
more particularly, having had the 
pleasure of a visit there during the 
past week. This is the season 
when every farm, smail or large, is 
the scene of much activity, and | 
Capt. Daly’s is the «scene of more 
perhaps than many. At least it im-| 
presses one more, With the small 
farmer operations commence at 
daybreak and cease at dark, but 
only once a week is there a let-up 
at Capt, Daly's. Two powerful 
gasoline engines, each hauling their 
quota of plows, are converting the 
Virgin prairie into cultivated soil at 
the rate of 70 acres per day. When 
the sun sets the headlights of these 
engines are lit, and with a change 
of engineers the work continues. | 
Behind the engines come the norses 
with the seelers and harrows, and 
man’s part of the work is over. | 
For the next 100 days or so Dame 
Nature will be the most active 
worker of them all, and if she full- 
fills expectations the engines and 
the horses will again put in some 
strenous weeks in the tall ygarner- 
ing the crop. Last fall on the farm 
we are speaking of one of the en- 
gines was run with seven binders, 
which is claimed to be a record, 

It would have been hard to find 
a better gasoline plow proposition 
than this farm. The land is 
level, with an absence of sloughs} 
and wet places, which are some- 
times the cause Of much anxiety -to 
the engineer. The soil is the) best} 
possible, andit can raise crops of | 
between fitty and sixty bushels to| 
the acre of wheat, under favorable 
conditions, and ofher crops corres- 
pondingly. This year it's planned 
to seed 2000 acres on the Strath- 
more farm, 700 will be of wheat, 
the balance of barley, oats, timotny 
and potatoes. 

The equipment of the farm con- 
sists of one Hart Parr and one Mar- 
shall engine, 30 head of work hor- 
ses and 20 head of colts and fillies, 
separator, plows and other farm 
implements on a corresponding 
scale. 

The bnildings are neat, commod- 
ious and comfortable. 

They consist of a two storey res- 
idence, bunkhouse for the mploy- 
ees, a huge implement shede barns, 
etc. A big new barn is, now in 
course of erection. One point a- 
bout the tarm yards and the build- 
ings is that they are spotlessly clean, 
which we are sorry to say cannot 
be said for every farm in this dis- 
trict as regards the yards, 

There are other buildings some 
distance away from the main buiid- 
ings connected with the farm, and 
there is at the present time a herd 
of 550 cattle which the Captain pur- 
chased last winter, and which he 
will probably sell at a good profit | 
this spring. } 

A number of trees are already | 
planted around the farm, and it is | 
proposed to plant 2000 trees this 
spring, which will do much to} 
beautify the surroundings. These

The Gleichen con- 
gregation are strongly in favor of 
this, as they feel that they can geta 
better pastor with a joint charge 
than with two separate charges, and 
the managers of Strathmore congre- 
gation have also approved.

THE MARKET REPORT. 


Weekly Grain Letter Supplied By 
Thompson, Sons & Co. Grain Mer- 
chants, Winnipeg. 


Wheat—During the past week the 
wheat markets have been rather mix- 
ed in the course they have run. The 
immeuse damage to the winter wheat 
ciop in several important sections in 
the United States has affected with 


| reat emphasis the Chicagé market, 


especially in the May future in that 
market, while Minneapolis and Du 
luth have to a large extent shown in- 
difference to the damage reports. 
The present condition of and the 
prospects for the outcome of the Un 
ited States winter wheat crop are of 
very great importance in their bear- 
ing on prices of wheat for the bal 
ance of the present crop year. There 
is unfortunately no doubt now that 
an unusualiy large percentage of the 
crop sown in che states of Illinois, 
Missouri, Indiana and Ohio has been 
or is being plowed up, and will be 
planted with oats and corn. In the 
further west states, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, and Oklahoma there is also 
some damage, but probably not more 
than usual, but over the whole win- 
ter wheat area the crop experts are 
beginning (o estimate the acreage to 
be plowed up at 4,000,000 acres As 
the winter wheat area planted last 
fall was estimated to be 2,000,000 
acres less than it was the previous 
year, it can be imagined that the pro- 
duction of winter wheat in the Unit- 
ed States in 1912 will be the smallest 
in recent years, for besides the acre- 
age actually abandoned, there is sure 
to be a great dea’ left to grow that 
is so much winter killed as to give 
only a small yield A low condition 
of the crop in April suggests further 
deterioration in May and June, for as 
a friend of ours puts it, “the history 
of other damage years indicates that 
&@ crop which starts with trouble will 
continue in trouble.” Outside of 
this serious crop damage there is 
less clear and definite evidence of a 
| bullish situation, than there was 
some weeks ago, because the statist-

The few verses in Luke Vi ure a 


bart of his discourse in the presence 
of His disciples and a great multitude 
of people who came to hear Him and 
to be healed of their diseases as He 
came down from the mountain and 
stood in the plain The teaching is 
somewhat similar to that in last 
week's lesson, but the poverty and 
hunger and weeping seem to be more 
literal phyevical conditions than in 


the vermon on the Mount; also by 
contrast the riches and fullness and 
laughter of Verses 24, 25. The con 
Strast between the “now” and a fu 
ture time is more fully set forth in 
the Luke &Vi lesson. and the bright 
side of it is concisely stated in I Cor, 
xill, 12, “Now we see through a glass 
darkly, but then face to face; now I 
know in part, but then shall I know 
even as also I am known.” As to lit- 
eral poverty, we know the grace ot 
our Lord Jesus Christ—that, though 
He was rich yet for our sakes He be- 
came poor, that we through His pov- 
erty might be rich (II Cor vill, 9), 
and as we think of the Bethlehem 
manger, the Nazareth home and the 
hunger and thirst and homelessness 
of His life ofttimes in His public min- 
istry we may perhaps imagine some 
thing of ordinary poverty, but whe 
can tell the full meaning of the em 
Ptying, the service, the humility and 
obedience of Phil. {i 7,8, RV? The 
literally rich are often poor In spirit, 
meek and lowly at heart, while the 
literally poor are often proud and 
relf centered We must always re 
member that the Lord looketh on the 
heart and trieth the heart (1 Sam 
xvi. 7; Jer. xvii. 10). The “woe un 
to you when all men shall speak well 
of you” of verse 25 seems not to be 
a very popular verse in some qusr- 
ters, for even Preachers and evange 
{lists have been known to hold back 
the iruth on certain reat topics sc 
as to have the approval of men, a 
very prorinent worker having re 
cently said publicily that he aimed 
never to hurt the feelings of his fel- 
| low ministers Hiow very different 
from Him who said, “I do always 
those things that please the Father.” 
and elso from the apostle whose prin- 
ciple was “not as pleasing men, but 
God, who who trieth our hearts” 
(John viii. 29; Thess. if, 4) Con- 
cerning the topic of our lesson, “Poy- 


erty and Riches.” Luke abounds in 
records of rich men, as_in xii 16; 
xvi. 1; xviii. 23; xix. 1. besides the 
rich man and Lazarus of the last 


part of our lesson From these pas- 
sages we ncte that a man’s life con- 
sisteth noi in abundance of the 
things which he  possesseth, and 
some would do well to ask themse! 
ves, “Then whose shall those things 


be?” Riches sometimes make it 
difficult for the owners to enter the 
kingdom, and yet Zaccheus, who was 


rich, did enter Sometimes the gifts 
of the rich did not count as much in 
His sight as the gifts of the poor 
We are simply stewards, whether in- 
trusted with mysteries or money or 
uther things, and we must give an ac- 
count of our stewardship We may 
So use tha. which {fs entrusted to us 
to become rich toward God (Luke 11, 
21). and those who have been helped 
by us to know the Lord will make 
greater to us the glory in His king- 
dom, while the Lord Himself will re 
ward all His faithful ones at the re 
surrection of the just (Luke xvi. 14; 
Rey. xxii, 12). Our Luke xvi lesson 
study reads like a statement of facts 
and there is no reason why {t should 
be called a parable. It is the one 
occasion on which our Lord drew 
| aside the veil and gave us too see 
the unseen realities after we leave 
these bodies, plainly teaching for 
each one it will be happiness or tor- 
ment, not the highest degree of bliss 
which will be the believer's portion 
only after the resurrection of the 
righteous nor the deepest woe which 
will be the unbeliever’s portion after 
the judgment of the great white 
throne, but a conscious existence in 
bliss or woe, with no possibility of 
passing from one to tlie other The 
| reason of the rich man's condition af- 
|ter death was not because he had 
| been rich, but from the last verse of 
the chapter {it is evident that when 
; on earth he had no use for Moses or 
| the prophets. He was not a be- 
| lever in the Scriptures, but evidently 
proud and self satisfied After 
| death he proved the reality of a place 
| of torment and became anxious that 
his brethern should not reach the 
same destination He pleaded that 
if one went from the dead they 
would believe, but was told that the 
writings of Moses and the prophets 
were all sufficient. We know from 
|John xi and xii that another man 
|named Lazarus did rise from the 
dead, but while some believed others 
sought to kill him again (John xii, 
10. 11). Our blessed Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom and for whom al] 
things were created, knew the un- 
seen realities as no one else did, and 
we may count on every word He said 
|as being literally so. By His death 
|for our sins and resurrection from 
|the dead He has provided forgive 
hess of sins, eternal life, eternal re- 
demption, a joint heirship with Him- 
self for “whosoever will,” and only 
those who receive Him are the truly 
rich, for time and eternity (Prov. viii, 


18; Rev. iii, 18). All others are 
poor indeed. Oh, the multitudes of 
rich poor people!

A®* person Who is the sole head of a tamily, os 
or any male over 18 years old, may homestead 
a quafter section of available Dominion land in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on certain con- 
ditions by father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader- 

Duties~ Six months’ residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and oc- 
cupied by him or by his father, mother, son, daugh- 
ter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteaderin good standing 
may pre-empt a quareer-section aiongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre 

Duties Must reside upon the homestead or pre- 
emption six months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entty including the time required to earn 
homestead patent) and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A hometeader who has exhausted his homestead 
right and cannot obtain a pre-emption may enter for
